Leached Ashes. 


eas 


The theory of your correspondent 
n leached ashes, does not agree with 
experience. (I have referenve to 
wo aushesondy.) Lam no chemist, 
‘have bad some ex perience wiih 
shes, both leached and unieached, 
aterulizer. I will simpiy give 

‘as may that there is 
‘hing besi tes potash that gives value 
leached ashes as a fertilizer; aud 
my reason for my opinion is that I 
bavefou d leached ashes so nearly 

equal as a fertilizer to those unteach- 
and age and eXpusure do not 
decrease the Value of laached ashes. 

Sixteeu years ago IT used a pile cf 
leached asbes tbat bad latn over 
thirty years, having been leached 
for black salis by my father when he 
cleared the tarm. i applied 
them az a dressing for wheat, and 
seeded with timothy and clover in 
March following. ‘The field was used 
fora meadow a few years, aud has 
Leen used us pasture ever sice. 

The eff-ct of the ashes was beyond 
my expectation, both for the wheat 
and grass, and is poticeable yet ia 

the firm sward and the clo-eress with 
whicb it is grazed by the stock. My 
success with leached ashes induced 

‘etomake some experiments with 
Supposing as J, 
joes, that the potash was all that 
gave them value, I reasoned that one 
vuchel of unleeched woul! be equal 
to ten or fifteen of leached,, and top 
dressed my wheat aceodingly. 
this, however, I was mistaken; the 
result did not prove as satisfactory . 
and although them valua- 
veif properly used, I ha-e never re- 
ceived sO satisfactory a resuit from 
‘heir use as from the use of leached 
ashes, For the past six years I bave 
used about 1,000 busheis a year of 
ached ashes on my farm for various 
frops, and can recammead it as one 


of the best fertilizers that I have ever - 


used. It shows its effect longer than 
avy other mauure I have ever tried.

hadly half the usual price in Boston. 
The rye itself was full of seeds, many 
ot'which refused to be separated by 
‘be winnowing, I determined to 
avoid this evil if I cou!d; plough- 
t¢upan acre, next to that which 
uad served me so ill, let it lie until 
leXt spring, and waited till a rich 
‘op of weeds sprang up, which, 

When they were five or six inches 
high. I plouzhed in, and waited till 
crop of somewhat later weeds 
Were in the same coudition; these 
¥ere ploughed in, and afterward a 
lird crop of latest weeds were seryed 
uthesame manner. It was then 
“Wn with rye and produced the 
Chdnest and most beautiful and lux- 
ever seep, I have 


doubt that three erops of weeds 


lid the land more good than an am- 
ble covering of bern manure would 
have done. The same course essen- 
ally pursued since has b en equally 
successful, My crop of rye Ubis sea- 
‘on Wes the best and latzest I have 
*ver had, and the straw was the best 
—perfe clean,
